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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant alleges that the exanniner has 
misunderstood the meaning of "fragment" in the context of Applicant's specification and claims. The examiner respectfully notes that 
although "fragment" Is defined in the specification (page 6 lines 14-15), nevertheless, without further definition/clarification of "fragment" 
in the instant claims, a fragment can be reasonable interpreted within the scope of the relevant art to mean a portion of a whole, or a 
piece of something. Although documents are not specifically claimed in representative claim 1, the instant claims do not preclude the 
examiner from applying a document embodiment (see Specification page 6 lines 10-12). Gramlich teaches an annotation overlay 
associated with a web document,. When said overlay is applied to said document, said overlay is interpreted as a fragment of the final 
web document . 
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
